The Gospel

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Y OU can take the Super Bowl 
just about an 5 rwhere.

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Skateboarder Bob Burnquist, history’s greatest X Gamer, 
on surviving 20-plus years of orash landings 


BY JAY BOLLER 

Bob Burnquist’s war chest of accolades is 
as towering as his fakie 900—a super-rare 
trick that involves two and a half revolu¬ 
tions in the air. 

Since 1995, the high-flying Brazilian 
skateboarding legend has racked up a 
record 30 X Games medals, including 14 
golds. That sort of success doesn’t come 
without a few dings—specifically, more 
than 34 bone fractures, in Burnquist’s case. 

The ageless 40-year-old is the only ath¬ 
lete to have competed in every summer X 
Games, a streak he’ll add to this week in 
Minneapolis. Burnquist chatted with City 
Pages by phone about overcoming injuries 
and staying dominant for decades. 

CP: Physically, what does it feel like being 
a 40-year-old skater vs. a 20-year-old skater? 

Bob: I feel the same pains. I hurt just as 
much as when I was young. If an54hing, what 


happens is you tend to pick your battles a 
little better. You learn to fall, and you learn 
to heal. It’s just about how much skating 
you do, and how much you take care of 
diet and all that. I don’t feel any different 
in healing yet, and I’m 40. You just gotta 
want it. You gotta be hungry about it. You 
gotta love what you do, because if not, you 
just can’t wait to retire. 

CP: Tell me how your diet has changed. 

Bob: If you’re healing or you’re hurt, 
you change things up. You can do it two 
different ways. Some people are like, ‘‘Oh, 
I can’t skate, so I’ll just drink some beers 
and hang out—I can’t really do anything.” 
That just delays and extends, ever54hing 
takes so much longer to heal. So when I 
get hurt, I wanna get back as quickly as 
possible. So, did I break a bone? OK, lemme 
take all the supplements and all the things 
I need to do to get that bone healed. And 


I drink less, if at all, so I can heal up even 
faster. It’s all choices. 

CP: What’s the most physically demand¬ 
ing part of pro skating? 

Bob: It’s just constant. Right now, my 
leg muscles are sore from constant jump¬ 
ing, jumping, skating, jumping. So it takes 
me a little bit to get going in the morning, 
because I know I’ve gotta film all day today, 
so I’ll push, push, push. I love skating; I 
wanna skate every day all day long, but your 
body can only take so much. My reality is, 
I skate when I want, and I skate when I 
have to. And sometimes I don’t want to, 
but I have to. But it’s not really a bad “have 
to” because it’s what I love doing. 

CP: Do you go to the gym, or is skate¬ 
boarding alone enough for conditioning? 

Bob: Skateboarding is that: You get a 
lot of cardio, depending on where you’re 
skating, but there’s a lot of impact. Some¬ 


times you wanna take a day off from tak¬ 
ing those hits, but you don’t necessarily 
want to take a day off from getting better, 
stronger, and more fit. So you go and do 
the side work. I have a gym in my house. 
When I’m in Brazil, I got personal train¬ 
ers. I started about four years ago training 
jiu jitsu. It’s been great, but it hurts just as 
much as skateboarding. It’s one of those 
things you fall in love with. It’s made me 
a better skater, a better person. I just try 
to be active—I’m not getting any younger. 

CP: Canyou takeus, head-to-toe, through 
the injuries you’ve overcome? 

Bob: Oh man, I don’t have the time. I can 
tell you I have had over 34 fractures, lots of 
sprains, and different situations all over my 
body, from my face, nose, all the way down 
to my feet. So you can point arrows at any 
direction [on my body] and you’ll probably 
hit something that I’ve had—and it won’t 
be fake news! All my leg injuries, it’s not 
that cool because I can’t skate. So if I break 
my arm, wrist, elbows—I’m still skating. 

CP: Tell me about overcoming fear. 

Bob: At every level, that fear is the same, 
because it’s just what you feel. Everyone’s 
afraid—you have to push through it. You do 
[tricks] over and over, and you learn how 
your mind works. There’s a line between 
stupidity and reality. You have to work your 
skill and get into that slow growth instead 
of this leap. Because the leap can get you 
hurt. I’ve always tried things beyond my 
skill level, and I’ve paid for it. Now I’m 
more experienced, and I kind of inch across 
that progression. 

CP: How has skateboarding evolved, 
culturally, since you got started? 

Bob: Well, we’ve gotten accepted. Not 
that we asked for it, but I guess people accept 
us now and skateboarding is something 
more than just a toy. It’s a lifestyle for so 
many of us—it’s what we do, it’s how we 
grow, it’s how we become better people... by 
falling and getting back up. So the culture 
is the same, in the sense of that rebel, do- 
what-we-want attitude. We create; we’re 
creative. It’s just constant progression. In 
that that sense, culturally, we’re exactly the 
same. Aside from that, obviously you’ve got 
competitions like X Games that gave us that 
next-level exposure, that bigger audience. 

CP: How much longer do you wanna 
keep doing this? 

Bob: Until I close my eyes and stop 
breathing? Competing is just a thing I 
do—it’s my 9-to-5 job. That’s all it is. I can 
continue to create content and continue to 
evolve and progress and create new tricks 
until the day I die. Because it’s creativity, 
and not strength. 

CP: So you’ll be an 85-year-old grandpa 
skating around, right? 

Bob: You can believe that! There’s no 
such thing as retiring. Even if you see down 
the road, some kinda headline like “Bob’s 
retiring”—I’m just trying to do marketing. 
Because I’m gonna keep doing it. There is 
no retirement. 03

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One day when Alec Majems was eight 
years old, his big brother brought 
him a skateboard borrowed from one 
of the neighborhood riffraff. They 
kicked around all day. Alec felt real 
joy, enough to make his little heart 
burst. Come Christmas, they both 
asked for boards of their own. And 
they got them. 

The skate park was Alec’s daycare. 
During the summer, his registered 
nurse mom would drop him at the 
skate park 
at 7:30 in 
the morn- 
ing and 
pick him 
up at 7:30 at 
night. He and 
his friends 
would start at 
the park, wan¬ 
der into town 
for food, and 
end up skat¬ 
ing all over. The sweetest spot was Kel¬ 
logg Middle School, with its handrails 
and ledges. 

At 13, Alec won his first national contest 
and got $2,500 to pay for all his snacks 
year-round. At 14 he did it again and got 
sponsored. He took 10th and 11th grade 
online so he could travel the country for 
competitions, and returned to school his 
senior year just for the chance to gradu¬ 
ate in real life. 


Now 22, he lives in California where 
the parks are mammoth, and he and his 
kind are understood. Going pro means 
he never has to ask his mom for pocket 
money. And he gets to do the thing he 
loves most in life every day, from the 
moment he opens his eyes and hops on 
his board, until the sun sets over Long 
Beach. 

Other than that, he doesn’t want for 
much. 

‘T just wanna keep skating and keep 
doing what I’m doing right now. I live for 
skating. I got nothing else to do,” he says. 

“If I’m hurt and I can’t skate for a 
couple days, I just go crazy. [Skating] 
takes your mind off everything. You’re 
only focused on landing the trick. You’re 
not thinking about what’s going on in the 
world. You’re just having fun.” -susan du

For “Monster” Mike Schultz, three-sport 
gladiator and the most decorated adaptive 
athlete in the X Games, a lifelong affair 
with extreme sports began with an ’80s 
movie about BMX racing called Rad. 

At 13 years old, Schultz liked popping 
wheelies down the streets of Kimball, but 
he really lived to see how fast he could 
go. Put a competitor next to him, a friend 
to go elbow-to-elbow with, and the thrill 
was irresistible. 

To afford bikes, contest fees, and entrance 
to the training track in faraway Brainerd, 
Schultz found work in a metal shop as 
soon as he got his driver’s permit. He’d 
get out of school, crush cars until 11 p.m., 
and go riding and racing on the weekend. 

Eventually he got into snowmobile racing 
and snowboarding, turned 
pro, and married his high 
school sweetheart. 

He was at the peak of 
his career in 2008 when he 
lost his leg, and everything 
changed. 

Schultz was headed into 
a new snowmobile season 
when he wrecked during 
a qualifier in northern 
Michigan. He was pitched 
off his machine in a break¬ 
neck downhill section and 
landed with all his weight on his left leg. 
He broke a knee and severed an artery. 
He lost a massive amount of blood. The 
closest trauma hospital was in Duluth, but 
a snowstorm would prevent paramedics 
from airlifting him there. 

After a two-hour slog through traffic, 
Schultz faced death by kidney failure or 
life as an amputee. He chose life. 

There were sleepless nights, phantom 
pain, and depression that came with the 
thought of never competing again.

“I’ve gotta think about doing something 
else because I’ll never be as fast as I was. 
That’s the way I looked at it,” Schultz says. 

“Then I’m back on a snow¬ 
mobile even before I had 
my prosthesis.” 

Fast forward a few 
months, and all he could 
think about was the fun of 
racing. He engineered his 
own prosthetics, design¬ 
ing a knee extension with 
pencil, paper, and cardboard 
cutouts. Within a year, he 
was competing again, this 
time in adaptive motocross, 
a class for amputees and 

paraplegics. 

Schultz now has an extreme sports pros¬ 
thetics company called BioAdapt, which 
feeds his second passion in life: being around 
other amputees and teaching them how 
to use new prosthetics technology to live 
healthy lifestyles. 

“Honestly that’s my true life goal, trying 
to get the best for all the world. I wanna 
find an occupation that I really enjoy to 
help others, and hopefully to make a liv¬ 
ing.” -SUSAN DU

When 19-year-old Nicole Hause was 
growing up in the late ’90s, there was 
this popular show on Nickelodeon called 
Rocket Power, a surf-and-skate cartoon 
where tan, floppy-haired rugrats rode 
tsunamis and avalanches. It left her with 
this fantasy of becoming a 
skateboarder, an oddity in 
her diehard Stillwater bas¬ 
ketball family. Where they 
lived, there was no skate park 
for miles. Because none of 
Nicole’s friends shared her 
interests, she learned just 
by kicking around in her 
driveway by herself. 

Skateboarding was pain¬ 
ful, and put her on her ass a thousand 
times a day. Nicole stuck with it, she says, 
because of how free it made her feel. Every 
day she’d pick up her board and do what 
she wanted to do, learn what she wanted 
to learn. There were no la 3 njips on repeat, 
no drills, no coach. 

‘Tt’s just your own art form. And I’ve 
always wanted to go fast, and go high.” 

Eventually the call of California, king¬ 
dom of the skaters, would come for Nicole. 
There were no big parks in Minnesota 
to feed her growing appetite for taller 


passion. 

So Nicole’s home-builder father made 
her a 13-foot vert ramp in their barn. It took 
two weeks for him to build by hand. And 
that’s where she skated, every day through 
high school, until she finally packed her 
bags for the West Coast. 

The 2017 X Games has 
been like a homecoming 
for Nicole. Determined to 
qualify in Boise, she flew out 
to the park three weeks early, 
slept in a tent nearby, and 
practiced hard every day. 
Right before the contest, she 
fell and cracked her hip, but 
ended up getting wildcarded 

m an 5 rway. 

She says she’s eternally grateful to the X 
Games board for giving her the chance to 
share her dream with everyone driving up 
from Stillwater, and to show all the little 
girls watching the X Games that they can 
put their bodies through crazy things too. 

‘T can take a beating, and I can get back 
up. Anyone can do it,” she says. ‘'But if 
you don’t like the beating part, this might 
not work out.”

How skate videos changed 
nnusic, pop culture, and P.O.S 


Before the internet, sometimes you had to 
leave your house to learn about cool stuff. 

If you were a suburban teen in the ’90s 
whose tastes wandered even slightly out of 
the mainstream, findingnew music could be 
a challenge. You could haunt record stores, 
scour zines, maybe work in college radio. 
Or you could trade skate videos: VHS tapes 
of killer skateboard routines soundtracked 
by an aggressive, high-energy mash-up of 
underground punk and rap. 


One kid whose life was changed by these 
videos was Stef Alexander. ‘You started 
hearing punk rock—bands like Quicksand, 
Sonic Youth, and Black Flag—next to Nas 
and Biggie and Wu-Tang,” he says. “In my 
life at the time, I was riding that same line.” 

Later renaming himself P.O.S, he’d refuse 
to choose between rock and hip-hop, 
thrashing his way through punk bands 
such as Building Better Bombs and finding 
his voice as an MC as part of the Doom- 


tree Collective. You can trace 
a lot of the risky eclecticism 
that’s marked his music back 
to the skate videos he avidly traded as a 
teen. “Did I get into skateboarding because 
of punk rock, or did I get into punk rock 
because of skateboarding?” he wonders 
rhetorically now. 

“There were bands that me and [Doom- 
tree producer] Paper Tiger would go see 
because we heard one song in our favorite 
part of some video,” he says. “There’s all 
kinds of bands that I only knew about ’cause 
I heard them in a skate video.” 

Finding these skate tapes, and finding 
other kids who shared your tastes, was a 
social activity, leading skaters to gather 
in places where they could learn more 
about music. ‘You traded with kids,” P.O.S 
says. ‘You went to Cal Surf. You went to 
the Phobia. You went to Extreme Noise.” 
This is the culture from which Doomtree 
would emerge. “Me, Cecil Otter, Paper Tiger, 
Sims—all of us skated, all of us took that 


incredibly seriously.” 

These tapes not only intro¬ 
duced kids to new music, but 
also helped them develop their 
sense of personal style. Originally 
packaged by skate companies 
to represent their brand, tapes 
soon featured music chosen by 
the skaters themselves to rep¬ 
resent their individual tastes, 
and skate kids latched on to 
their favorites. “Black Label, 
the Baker dudes, Deathwish 
really got into the punk I was 
into,” P.O.S says. “Just watching 
these guys skate, with these 
really fast edits, not doing only 
technical tricks, but doing raw 
stuff—I always liked that better 
than the super-clean tricks.” 

And at a time when music fans pledged 
allegiance to specific genres of music, the 
ecumenical, boundary-defiant style of these 
videos was revolutionary. “Being big into 
every genre wasn’t quite as common then,” 
P.O.S says. ‘You don’t hear as much these 
days, people saying things like, ‘I only lis¬ 
ten to New York hip-hop’ or ‘I don’t listen 
to East Coast punk, I only listen to bands 
from the Bay Area.’ You just don’t hear 
that an 3 miore. Everybody has the internet, 
everybody wants to know what’s going 
on, everybody has kind of a wider vibe.” 

But if even casual music fans have 
broader tastes than their counterparts a 
quarter-century ago, P.O.S misses the work 
that went into learning about new music 
back then. ‘You don’t have to send your 
money off to a random address and then 
wait for three weeks for a seven-inch to 
show up, or a skate video to show up, or 
the wrong size shirt that you’re gonna wear 
anyway.” -keith Harris

U nlike its larger western twin, 
St. Paul has never been overly 
concerned about strict rules 
and regulations. Its streets are 
not alphabetical, its numbers don’t make 
sense, and its rules are more likely to be 
worked out in a back room than posted 
neatly on a sign. 

The same holds true for the dive bar 
landscape. As you’d expect from a city 
originally founded as Pig’s Eye, named 
for a haggard rum trader, the dive bars 
of St. Paul are thriving. 

Just as in Minneapolis, dive bars are 
concentrated in certain spots. During 
the late 19th century, great sections of 
the city were explicitly developed to be 
domestic havens, free from the immoral 
temptations of booze. Today, large parts 
of St. Paul are still devoid of strong drink. 


In Minneapolis, the booze rules—the 
1883 ‘liquor patrol limits”—were marked 
clearly on a map, but in St. Paul (as I was 
told by an old politician), liquor licenses 
were worked out in a delicate negotiation 
between elected officials, neighborhood 
leaders, and Catholic parishes. 

So there are no dive bars in Highland 
or Highwood, and nary a beer to be had 
in St. Anthony Park. But elsewhere, they 
cluster like crows in winter. 

After systematically visiting every dive 
bar within St. Paul’s borders, here’s my 
list of the city’s purest, the places where 
regulars are not forgotten and windows 
are seldom seen, where craft beer is rare 
but taxidermy is not. 

These are places with haunted base¬ 
ments, forgotten phone booths, and old 
men reading newspapers out loud. Enjoy 
them while they last, for while the dive 
bar still thrives in St. Paul, the future of 


a dive is always uncertain. 

North End: Born’s Bar 

This litde-known neighborhood is chock full 
of wonderful dive bars, but my pick is Born’s 
Bar on Rice Street, which runs north from 
the state Capitol to the city line. According 
to one regular, the place is 110 years old. The 
inside is decorated with Maril 5 m Monroe 
paraphernalia, hand-drawn sketches of the 
old owners, and miscellaneous wooden 
furniture. A scrolling LED sign above the 
booze advertises the “double-yoker” meal, 
a reference to hormone-addled eggs boast¬ 
ing two yolks. Other than Reggie’s and 
the standard rack of chips, that sums up 
the menu. The fenced-in patio is a great 
place to have surprising conversations with 
people from all walks of Rice Street life. 
Other great North End dive bar shout-outs 
go to Hoover’s Bar on Jackson and the Half 
Time Rec in nearby Como. 


Frogtown: The Nickel Joint 

There are a bunch of seemingly secret 
dive bars in Frogtown, one of the oldest 
and most diverse parts of St. Paul. The 
purest of them all is the Nickel Joint on 
Mackubin Street, a lonely hole that rests 
in the shadow of St. Agnes Church’s mas¬ 
sive steeple. The first time I went there, 
I had to be buzzed in by the bartender. 
There’s a large back room that’s used 
for meetings of an ancient “hot stove 
league” baseball society, and the walls are 
covered in old pictures of local factory 
ballclubs from a century ago. The men’s 
bathroom is dank, as it should be, and 
there is usually a pile of pull tabs on the 
floor somewhere beneath a small round 
table. Occasionally, a roving coney dog 
vendor plies his trade behind the bar on 
Saturday afternoons. The place is cur¬ 
rently for sale, and might not be long 
for this world.

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Midway: Trend Bar 

The semi-industrial Midway area has 
a bunch of dubiously healthy dive bars, 
but the most authentic is the Trend Bar, 
housed in a century-old former mortu¬ 
ary on the corner of University Avenue 
and Asbury Street. Whether you go early 
Saturday morning or late Sunday night, 
the Trend is waiting for you and anyone 
else who wanders in from the Walmart 
parking lot across the street. There’s a 
pool table, a bunch of Fireball-friendly 
shots, and a closely guarded back exit to 
the alley. The experienced bartenders are 
quick to kick out anyone who falls off their 
stool more than once. 

West Seventh: The Spot Bar 

The neighborhoods along West Seventh 
Street, once known as Old Fort Road, have 
long been the epicen¬ 
ter of St. Paul’s dive 
bar culture. Here the 
definitive specimen 
is also the oldest, the 
Spot Bar on Randolph 
Avenue, which dates 
back to 1885. Accord¬ 
ing to the 40-year-old 
articles shellacked to 
the wall above the 
booths, the Spot used 
to have an organ in the back nook, and 
folks used to sit around the keyboard and 
sing drunken songs. Some Saturdays the 
Spot transforms into a vintage clothing 
store, and remains a great place to drink 
Hamm’s while watching the Twins play 
on a small TV in the corner. The men’s 
room was recently remodeled, and has 
a curtain now. 

West Side: Shadey’s Bar 

Most of the dives on the West Side were 
demolished when the river flats neighbor¬ 
hood was bulldozed in the 1960s for an 
industrial park, but there are still some 
noteworthy spots clinging to the bluffs 
south of the river. Shadey’s on Stryker 
Avenue is the truest to the spirit of rail 
spirits. The two-story building—formerly 
known as Winner’s, before that went out 
of business—has thriving meat raffle, pull 
tab, and darts scenes. A few nights a week, 
a woman named Evie comes in to sell St. 
Paul-Mexican tacos, and they are as good 
as you’d expect. 

Downtown: Hat Trick Lounge 

Most of the dozens of old dives that used 
to crowd the downtown streets have been 
redeveloped, ‘‘urban renewed,” or remod¬ 
eled out of existence. The one big exception 
is the Hat Trick Lounge on Fifth Street. 
A safe space for people with perceptible 
health problems, the Hat Trick overflows 


with idios 3 mcratic character, like the shag 
carpet mural on the wall, the barely uphol¬ 
stered booths, and the odd interior street 
lamps. This is the last downtown refuge 
of the day drinker. In the evening you can 
find strange musical acts in the attached 
side room. Downtown St. Paul used to 
have dozens of places like this, but this 
is the last one left. 

Payne/Arcade: The Arcade Bar 

The East Side’s old main streets have 
lost a few dives in recent years, prickly 
joints like Louie’s and Governor’s, which 
were victims not of gentrification, but of 
the slow erosion of their clientele and 
thinning bottom lines. My vote for the 
purest remaining dive goes to the Arcade 
Bar, a dark, quiet lager enclave in the 
bottom of an old three-story flophouse. 

The place has barely 
changed since the 
mid-1980s, when 
the factory down the 
street closed shop. 
Inside you’ll find an 
old trophy case. North 
Stars paraphernalia, a 
checkered floor, and 
rumors of an elevator 
hidden in the walls. 
Like the rest of the bar, 
the specials—all-you-can-drinkbeer and 
pool for $10 on Saturdays—are straight 
out of a long-lost past. 

Greater East Side: Beehive Tavern 

The windowless white walls of the Bee 
Hive Tavern, on Forest Avenue in Day¬ 
ton’s Bluff, hide the last 3.2 bar in St. Paul, 
where Zima has been on the menu since 
it went out of style the first time. John, 
the owner, is almost always there, and 
this quiet bar is a great place to hang out 
and watch cable TV or Vikings games, 
or to simply sit in silence while drink¬ 
ing “ponies” of weak beer. The building 
dates back to 1887, and the bar used to 
be owned by the Schmidt brewery back 
when “tied houses” were legal. Like its 
3.2 counterpart in north Minneapolis, 
the T-Shoppe, this is the last gasp of the 
golden age of prudent prurience. 

A final note: 

For the most part, dive bars are a core city 
phenomenon. Most Twin Cities suburbs 
don’t have the zoning, walkability, or his¬ 
tory to support them properly. But there 
are a few classics sprinkled around the 
first-ring ’burbs. The Vadnais Inn in Vad- 
nais Heights is a remarkable beer shack 
that ranks with the finest dives of old St. 
Paul. Likewise, West St. Paul’s Marty’s 
Bar is a gem, despite a recently remod¬ 
eled ceiling. 03

DULONO’S PIZZA CLOSES 
UPTOWN LOCATION SUDDENLY 

P izza eaters in the Lynlake neighbor¬ 
hood of Minneapolis awakened to 
sad news on Sunday, July 9. 

Dulono’s Pizza, a fixture in Uptown 
Minneapolis for decades, had suddenly 
closed for business, effective immedi¬ 
ately. The bright red building appeared 
dormant by Sunday evening, save a few 
fans milling around outside who came 
to take one last look, or perhaps to con¬ 
firm the whole thing wasn’t some sort 
of terrible, pizza-themed dream. 

A Facebook post and a note taped to 
the door explained the small chain’s 
operation had “moved” to the location 
it recently opened in the warehouse 
district of downtown Minneapolis. The 
sign stated Dulono’s delivery business 
will continue, and has “expanded” to 
now include previously excluded parts 
of northeast and southeast Minneapolis. 
According to Dulono’s, delivery accounts 
for 62 percent of its business, an 5 rway. 
(That two-for-one deal on beer all day, 
every day, was not mentioned; nor was 
its “all you can eat” lunch buffet.) 

The sudden departure was blamed on a 
dispute with the owners of the building. 

“For everyone that is understandably 
upset, this was something that was forced 
on us by the inability to either purchase 
the property or work out a new lease 
with the owners. We are making the 
best decisions that we can with the cir¬ 
cumstances that we have been given.” 

First opened in 1957, Dulono’s also 
serves slices in Mahtomedi and Wood¬ 
bury. 

The downtown location, opened last 
year, can be found at 118 N. Fourth St., a 
few blocks from Target Field, -mike mullen

ROCK-STAR CHEF TIM MCKEE 
BRINGING FOUR-PART CONCEPT 
TO FORMER HEARTLAND SPACE 

T im McKee is betting treats from the 
deep will lure customers to St. Paul’s 
Lowertown neighborhood. 

The esteemed Twin Cities chef’s 
forthcoming Market House Collabora¬ 
tive concept will take over the former 
Heartland restaurant space, Mpls.-St. 
Paul Magazine reported late last month. 

So what the hell is Market House? It’s 
a four-headed, fish-focused collab with 
the Fish Guys that breaks down thusly: 

—Almanac Fish Market: You buy fish 
here. McKee, a James Beard award win¬ 
ner, got into fishmongering earlier this 
year. 

—A 100-ish-seat casual seafood res¬ 
taurant: You eat fish here. “It’s totally 
going to be a Tim McKee restaurant,” 
McKee assures Mpls.-St. Paul Mag. 

—A butcher shop: You buy meat (or 
land-fish) here. McKee & Co. are aim¬ 
ing to add a second location of an exist¬ 
ing Minneapolis butcher shop to the 
12,000-square-foot complex. 

—A bakery: You buy baked goods here. 
Expect an existing “big freaking deal” 
bakery, as MSP’s Dara Moskowitz Grum- 
dahl phrases it, to put down anchor at 
Market House. 

McKee became Minneapolis’ hottest- 
shit chef while at fine-dining destination 
La Belle Vie, which closed in 2015. He’s 
since consulted for the Parasole network 
of restaurants. 

Chef Lenny Russo’s Heartland—itself 
a hot-shit commodity in the local dining 
scene—closed up shop last year. Russo 
clarified via Facebook that he and busi¬ 
ness partner Kris Maritz still own the 
former Heartland space. Market House 
is leasing three of the five available spots 
within it; the other two spots remain for 
sale or for lease, -jay boller

I n the Marvel universe, Spider-Man is 
known as the greatest hero of them 
all, but in the movie world, the ol’ 
web-head has been in a bit of a funk. 
Two mixed-quality Andrew Garfield 
outings followed Tobey Maguire’s Spider- 
Man 3, a cringeworthy couple of hours 
known above all for its weird emo dance 
number. So when it was announced that 
Sony would partner up with Marvel to 
bring the wall-crawler to the MCU, a col¬ 
lective huzzah went up from comic nerds 
the world round. A bit part in Captain 
America: Civil War succeeded in whetting 
our appetites. Spider-Man: Homecoming 
delivers the goods. 

We’ve seen enough takes on the radioac¬ 
tive spider bite and Uncle Ben’s death in film, 
so this movie skips any origins angle and 
drops us into Peter Parker’s life two months 
after the airplane hangar fight in Civil War. 
Peter (Tom Holland) wants to get back to 
the big show after stopping petty crimes left 
and right. He’s been pestering his contact 
point. Happy Hogan (Jon Favreau), about 


more Avengers action, but Happy brushes 
the kid off So when Spider-Man runs into 
four robbers using alien technology to steal 
from an ATM, he begins investigating the 
weapons’ source on his own, leading him 
headfirst into a showdown with the Vulture 
(Michael Keaton). 

If Ryan Reynolds was born to be Dead- 
pool, Tom Holland was certainly born to 
be Spider-Man. Garfield played the part a 
bit too cool; Maguire a bit too nerdy. Both 
were enjoyable, but neither filled out the 
total package. Not to mention they were 
both way too old to realistically pull off the 
high school kid routine. Holland covers 
all the Peter Parker bases to perfection: 
He’s awkward in the way of real teenagers, 
and putting on the mask doesn’t suddenly 
make him some cool, confident paragon 
of virtue. He’s still the same embarrassing 
kid—and Holland owns that, which makes 
Peter cool as a result. He wisecracks with 
the best of them, but can also hold down 
the sadness necessary for the character. 

Michael Keaton is equally fun to watch 
playing Adrian Toomes, giving a nuanced 
go that signals an effort by Marvel to 


overcome their villain problem (i.e. their 
motives are always world domination or 
some other grandiose scheme). Prior to his 
Vulture turn, Toomes was the foreman of 
a cleanup crew. When a Stark Industries 
venture puts him out of work, he needs to 
find a new way to support his family. It’s a 
little weird that he and his crew instantly 
decide to start selling stolen alien weap¬ 
onry to criminals. People will do a lot for 
the ones they love, but maybe becoming a 
super-villain doesn’t need to be your first 
option. After this abrupt leap, Keaton’s 
storyline works. 

The supporting roles round out the 
film nicely, and Marvel’s casting appears 
to take a clear stand in the stupid ongo¬ 
ing debate about changing adapted char¬ 
acters’ races or sexes in movies. There 
are those who dogmatically believe it’s 
some affront to the comic-book gods to 
make Spider-Man, say, black. The issue 
came to a head a couple years back when 
somebody started an internet campaign to 
make Donald Glover the next Peter Parker, 
revealing the racism inherent to the strict 
adaptation viewpoint.

Obviously Spidey is still white here, but 
Homecomingfeatmes a cast that includes a 
black Mary Jane, a Latino Flash Thompson, 
an interracial marriage, and an appearance 
by Glover himself in what is a wonderfully 
subtle fuck-you to the bigots in the blogo- 
sphere. As amazing as Spider-Man himself, 
swapping character races and including 
people of color had no negative effect on 
the movie whatsoever. Go figure. While the 
Marvel movies are not quite as far along 
as they should be in regard to diversity, 
hopefully these efforts signal an increas¬ 
ingly progressive mindset going forward. 

On the whole, Spider-Man: Homecom¬ 
ing is one of Marvel’s best yet. The film¬ 
makers treated our hero as he should be 
treated, the cast is as impressive and well 
rounded as the action sequences, and Hol¬ 
land’s perfect performance gives plenty 
to look forward to in the movies to come. 
Spider-Man is back. 03

A NEW GREMLIN 

The theater opens its new space with a re-staging

on’t Dress for Dinner is a play 
written for the people whose 
favorite part of a farce is when 
people are caught in a compro¬ 
mising situation, then need to talk their way 
out—and also remember what they just 
said. Playwright Marc Camoletti puts his 
homy characters through abyzantine maze 
of revised, re-revised, and re-re-revised 
explanations regarding exactly who they 
are and what they’re doing. 

The 1987 French comedy was the first 
Gremlin Theatre production 19 years ago. 
This re-stagingunder the direction of Brian 
Balcom inaugurates Gremlin’s new space. 

Located behind Lake Monster Brewing, 
the new venue is a convenient and cozy spot 
to catch a play; at Friday night’s opening, 
the small thmst stage proved miraculously 
insulated from the thumpingbass of awed- 
ding reception taking place across the hall. 

The play is set in the home of Bernard 
(Peter Christian Hansen) and his wife, Jac¬ 
queline (Melanie Wehrmacher), who skips 
a planned trip when she learns that Bernard 
has hired a cook and is expecting a visit 
from his old pal Robert (Grant Henderson). 

It quickly emerges that Jacqueline and 
Robert are having an affair, while Bernard 
is expecting a visit from his own mistress, 
Suzanne (Sierra Schermerhorn), whose 
name is confusingly similar to that of the 
cook, Suzette (Maeve Moynihan). The 
Suzies are conflated, and the deceptions 
start to pile up. 

Despite havingbeen significantly rewrit¬ 
ten by Robin Hawdon for its 1991 English-

language debut. Don’t Dress for Dinner is 
full of dated language, attitudes, and expec¬ 
tations. The Gremlin team, strangely, has 
chosen to stage this production in a con¬ 
temporary setting. Instead of knowingly 
flauntingthe anachronisms, the show slams 
into them like potholes. 

Why is Suzette delighted by the result 
when two men literally tear her clothes off, 
and why is Suzanne repeatedly appeased 
by Bernard’s promises that he’ll compen¬ 
sate her for conscription into housework 
by having sex with her later? Also, who 
stocks a bar with a soda siphon but no ice? 

A play like this is all about momentum: 
Every line has to pull the audience a little 
further into the characters’ convoluted 
world. Pure conviction and impeccable 
comic timing are at a premium, and in this 
production, Mo 3 mihan delivers head and 
shoulders above her castmates. With a Fran 
Drescher accent and a strong sense of the 
ridiculous, Mo 5 mihan knows exactly what 
she’s doing even as everybody else on stage 
struggles to find the right tone. 

The production is also enlivened by the 
too-rare moments of physical comedy that 
Camoletti and Hawdon make room for amid 
the endless explanations of who’s who and 
what’s what. Gremlin’s debut in its new 
home is an occasion worth celebrating, 
even if the show leaves us hoping for better 
things to come. 03

Rock n Roll Consciousness is Thurston 
Moore’s second album with his current 
quartet, which includes Sonic Youth 
drummer Steve Shelley, Nought gui¬ 
tarist James Sedwards, and My Bloody 
Valentine bassist Deb Googe. Moore, of 
course, spent some three decades with 
Sonic Youth, whose iconoclastic, arty 
experimentation carried rock ’n’ roll 
spirit into the avant-garde ether. The 
guitarist/singer’s current Consciousness 
isn’t new in that context, but it still feels 
invigorating, revelatory, even revolution¬ 
ary. Over five sprawling tunes, Moore 
and company expand imaginations with 
profoundly textured adventures that 
juxtapose dissonance, lyricism, noise, 
drone-like menace, and elegant, flowing 
leads from Sedwards, who also rockets 
into Hendrix’s psychedelic stratosphere 
on “Aphrodite.”
